_In the panic that ensued thousands ran 
blindly. across the square, tripping over 


the seats and benches, and, falling, were | 


trampled upon. The police on duty were 
carried along by the rush and for half 
an hour the wildest confusion reigned. 

/After the smoke of the explosion had 
cleared away sixteen persons were found 
lying on Madison avenue between’ Twenty- 
third and Twenty-fifth streets. Scores of 
injured were scattered about the avenue 
and the square. Among the dead was a 
policeman who was standing close to the 
mortar and wuese. body was frightfully 
mangied. 

“A force of 500 odiseinen were soon on 
the spot and upwards of one hundred 
physicians and 200 nurses were summoned 
from the hospitals, every available vehi- 
cle being pressed into service for the 
transportation of the wounded.

Receiver Is‘Appointed for Big Con- 
cern at Huntsville. 


Huntsville, Ala., November 4.—Acting 
upon the petition of Mrs. Barker, of 
Massachusetts, Judge David D. Shelby, 
of the United States circuit court, has 
appointed Lawrence Cooper as receiver 
for the Southern Building and Loan As- 
sociation, of Huntsville. The suit was not 
resisted by the directors of the company. 
During the past four years several efforts 
have been made to throw the association 
into the hands of a receiver, but they 
were all successfully resisted. When the 
first application was filed, the Southern 
was probably the strongest organization 
of its kind in the south, many of the big 
concerns having been bankrupted. _ Its 
assets were a million and a quarter dol- 
lars. Following this suit, the members 
became panic-stricken and withdrawals 
amounted to $800,000, which was immeétii- 
ately paid. Altogether, in about three 
years $1,100,000 has been paid withdraw- 
ing members, and $260,000 paid on ma- 
tured stock. On the latter a profit of 
81-2 per cent was paid, and on the former 
the net earnings amounted to 6 per cent. 

The present assets of the association 
@mount to $145,000, of which $90,000 is tied 
up in unproductive real estate and pend- 
ing withdrawals. The association hag 
$50,000_in prepaid stock, which will earn 
6 per cent by the end of this year. There 
are no creditors. h

Retired Army Officer Died Yesterday 
Morning at Fort McPherson. 
Funeral Today. 

_ ZAeutenant Colonel Clarence FE. Bennett, 
of the United States army, retired, died 
yesterday morning at Fort McPherson at 
the residence of his son, Captain W. C. 
Bennett, of the Sixteenth infantry. Colo- 
nel Bennett had been fn il! health ‘for 
several months past. The direct cause of 
lis death was apoplexy. He had been 
with his gon at the post for several 


weeks. 

The deceased had large numbers of 
friends, who offer sympathy to the “A 
reaved relatives. He is survived by his 
wife and four children. The children are 
Captain W. C. Bennett, Mrs. Muir, wife 
of Captain Charlies H. Muir, Second in- 
fantry; Mrs. Grimes, wife of Lieutenant 
George M. Grimes, Twentieth infantry, 
and a son who is a physician. 

Colonel Bennett was born at New Lis- 
bon, Otsego county, New York, Decem- 
ber 2, 1833. He was appointed from New 
York a cadet at the military academy at 
West Point July 1, 1851, and graduated 
July 1, 1855, being promoted to brevet 
second lieutenant of infantry. He served 
in garrison at Carlisle barracks, Penn- 
sylvania, and did frontier duty as second 
Meutenant of the Tenth infantry at Fort, 
Ripiey, Minnesota, from 1555 to 1857.

But little interest was manifested in 
the congressional election in the city for 
the reason, no doubt, that taere was no 
opposition and the voting was regarded 
as merely a perfunctory act after the 
primary in the summer, when Colonel 
Livington was nominated to succeed him- 
self on the floor of congress by a eplen- 
did vote. 

As a result of the balloting, Congress- 
man Livingston will represent the fifth 
congressional: district for the ensuing 
two years. All the votes cast yesterday 
were for him, because there was no op- 
position, ‘ais only opponent having’ been 
disposed of in the primary. 

Colonel Livingston has been in congress 
for some years,:and is one of the best 
known representatives “at the national 
capital. He ig directly responsible for 
much of the legislation of recent years 
which has been favorable to this section 
of the country. 

How the Wards Went. 

The result of the count in the first 
ward showed taat 94 votes had been cast 
in favor of the return of Congressman 
Livingston to Washington. 

Only 110 votes were cast in the third 
ward. Nearly all of those who voted 
had to pass the polis on their way to 
their work and jyst “dropped in” and 
gave Colonel Livingston a ballot. As the 
colonel had no opposition he carried the 
third ward solidly. There were no spiel- 
ers, no betting, no heelers and absolutely 
no excitement. In a hotly contested elec- 
tion the third ward usually rolls up about 
1,000 votes. 

The fourth ward gave Colorie] Livings- 
ton an even 60 votes, while the fifth went 
for him by 108. The managers and clerks 
in the sixth ward came near having a 
monopoly of the election, as only 148 
votes were cast. The registration in this 
ward is nearly 1,800, and in the recent 
city primary more than 1,400 votes were 
polled. 

Just 33 citizens of the seventh ward took 
sufficient interest in the election to cast 
their ballots yesterday. Fully half this 
numbér voted early in the morning short- 
ly after the polls opened, and a few voted 
at the noon. Hour. The. managers and 
clerks of the polls had an e#xceedingiy 
quiet time. 

A Curious Voting Place. ' 

The congressional! election, although one 
of the quietest affairs of the kind ever 
held in the city, was not devoid of in- 
terest in the third ward. 

When the election managers and clerks 
met at the polls, near the corner of Fra- 
ser and Hunter streets, yesterday morn- 
ing, they found the room to be a most 
curious apartment, It was shaped like 
a Ohinese kite. In front it measured 15 


|} feet across and the two side walis coh- 


verged until they ran back to & window 
only 3 feet wide. The length of the room 
was 28 feet. 

The previous occupant of the apart- 
ment had undertaken to cover the walls 
with paper and had used a lot of scraps. 
One of the clerks counted the various 
kinds of paper and found twenty-seven 
different varieties. They were of every 
color and shape. Most of the paper had 
lost its moorings and hung suspended like 
moss on a cypress tree in a Florida 
swamp. 

The voting was slow, but the managers 
and clerks passed the time pleasantly 
viewing the queer room with its many 
designs of wall paper. Captain Amos 
Baker, one of the clerks, remarked last 
night, ; 

“T have been at many election polls, 
but this is the queerest proposition I ever 
ran up against. We call it the Patch- 
work Palace.”’

Lineoln, Nebr., November 4.—Nebraska 
probably has gone republican, but by so 
narrow a margin on the head of the tick- 
et that an unusual slump in any great 
number of precincts will give the gs0v- 
ernorship to the fusionists. 

Mickey (rep.) has run slightly Dbenind 
his ticket and Thompson (fus.) has run 
ahead, indicating the success of the rest 
of the republican ticket by probably: 10,- 
000. Mickey’s plurality cam hardly ex- 
ceed 4,000, and the result must remain in 
doubt for possibly twenty-foug hours. 

Lineoln, Nebr., November 4.—Returns 
in Nebraska show the vote to be exceed- 
ingly close on governor with the remain- 
der of the republican state ticket proba- 
bly elected. The first sixty precincts re- 
porting gave Mickey (rep.), for governor, 
6,541; Thompson (fusion), 5,867. These pre- 
cincts one year ago cast 6,532 republican 
votes and 5,302 fusion votes.

Rebel General Piera Is Reported To 
Have Been Killed—Church Bells 
Are Pealing in Caracas 
in Celebration of the 
Victory. 


Caracas, November 4.—The government 

¢roops having gained a decisive victory 
over the revolutionists in the past week. 
fhe government forces dislodged the reb- 
els from their last stronghold at Pipe, 
mear San Mateo, and 6 miles from La 
Victoria. The revolutionary leaders, 
Mendoza, Matos, Rolando, Crespo, Ter- 
gesa and others, according to government 
reports, have been scattered and the dis- 
danded rebel army passed through Villa 
De Cura last Sunday night. The rebel 
general Riera is reported to have. been 
xilled. The victory claimed by the gov- 
rnment was celebrated in Caracas yes- 
terday with salvos of 4rtillery, fireworks 
and the ringing of church ‘bells. 

The government representatives declare 
the revolution in Venezuela to be ended 
by this complete victory and that peace 
in Venezuela has been secured, 

Washington, November 4.—On com- 
plaint of United States Consular Agent 
at Barcelona, Venezuela, 
that he had been subjected to a forced 
loan, United States Minister Bowen, at 
Caracas, has dispatched the U. &. §. 
Marietta from LaGuiyra to Guantano,

Henry Clay as an Actor. 


Louisville Courier-Journal: James 
Sandusky, who is an old and well-known 
traveler, and who has recently settled in 
Chicago, while coming in from Pewee 
valley on -the electric linge yesterday 
afternoon, told an interestihg story about 
Henry Clay, the great Kentucky states- 
man. Mr. Sandusky in his youth lived in 
Mr. Clay's district during the time when 
Henry Clay was at his prime as a lawyer. 

A-man was once being tried for mur- 
der,” said Mr. Sandusky, ‘‘and his case 
looked hopeless indeed. He had, without 
any seeming provocation, murdered one 
of his neighbors in Cold blood. Not a 
lawyer in the county would touch the 
case. It looked bad enough to ruin the 
reputation .of any barrister. 

‘The man, as a last extremity, appeal- 
ed to Mr. Clay to take the case for him.

“Then came a trial the like of which I 
have never seen. Clay slowly carried on 
the case, and it looked more and more 
hopeless. The only ground of defense the 
prisoner had was that the murdered man 
had looked at him with such'a tierce, 
murderous look that out of self-defense 
he ‘had struck first. A ripple passed 
through ‘the jury at this evidence. 

“The time came for Clay to make his 
defense. It was settled in the minds of 
the spectators that the man was guilty 
of murder in the first degree. Clay calmly 
proceeded, laid al] the proofs before them 
in his masterly way. Then, just as he 
was about to conclude, he played his last 
master card.

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WESTERN UNION 
BEATS RAILROAD 


Great Northern Worsted in Its Ef-

Court Holds That Western Union Is 
Entitled to Perpetual Right of 
Way—Hundreds of Miles 
of Line Involved in 
the Suit. 


St, Paul, Minn., November 4.—In a de- 
cision handed down by Judge Thayer, of 
the United States circuit court of appeals, 
the Great Northern railroad was worsteG 
in its suit to oust the Western Union 
from the railroad’s right of way. The de- 
cision is the culmination of ten years of 
litigation. 

The decision holds that the contention 
of the Great Northern Railway Company 
in this instance meant little less than con- 
fiscation. 

The circuit court of appeals holds that 
the contract which the telegraph compa- 
ny has with the Great Northern was and 
is for a perpetual right of way and not 
to be disrupted, but allows that the rall- 
way company is entitled to the cost of 
transporting any and all material which 
the telegraph company uses in the con- 
struction of its lines. The litigation in- 
volved 825 miles of lines bullt prior to 1892 
and now valued at $2,500,000. The lines 
are on the old St. Paul, Minneapolis and 
Manitoba road, built prior to 1882, and 
decided by the court to be held jointly by 
the telegraph and railway companies. 

The court adds that should the/two 
companies in dispute fail to agree as to 
the amount of compensation for trans- 
porting construction materials, the court 
will appoint a master in chancery and 
two commissioners to take testimony and 
report and the court will then pass on the 
matter. 

Judge Thayer wrote the decision and 
Judge Caldwell concurred. Judge San- 
born dissented. The decision is regarded 
as very important, in view of the litiga- 
tion of a somewhat similar character now 
on in the east. 


MEN WILL GET BETTER PAY. 


Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany To Increase Wages of All 
Conductors and Motormen. 

The Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany yesterday announced that on De- 
cember 1 it will inaugurate a new’ scale 
_of wages, which will mean an increase 
of from 15 to 20 per cent in the wages of 

its motormen and conductors. 

According to the new schedule, mofor- 
men and conductors will be paid as fol- 
lows: Fourteen cents per hour for men 
who. are in their first year of service; 
15 cents during the second; 17 cents dur- 
ing the third, fourth and’ fifth, and 18 


cents after the fifth. 

Heretofore the rate of pay has been 14 
cents per hour during the first year; 4 
during the second, and 15 cents for all 
men who have been in the rvice two 
years or longer. It will be see tnat this 
means an increase of from 1 to 3 cents 
per hour in the pay of conductors and 
motormen. 

It is estimated that the increase rep- 
resents an additional annual expense to 
the company of between $30,000 and $40,000. 
The increase was made by the company 
voluntarily and the men knew nothing 
of the intention of the officers to raise 
their wages until the announcement was 


made to them yesterday.

The Agricultural Schools. 

- Since the publication of the tenta- 
tive plan of Governor Terrell to estab- 
lish an agricultural college in each of 
the eleven congressional] districts of 
the state, serious doubts have been ex- 
pressed as to the feasibility of such an 
‘arrangement. It is suggested that the 
available funds would allow no more, 
rerhaps, than $3,000 to each of these 
institutions and that amount seems to 
most, people absufdly inadequate for 
the maintenance of an efficient agri- 
cultural and pedagogical institution. 
It is contended that so little money 
will not employ enough competent 
teachérs and pay the incidental ex- 
penses of conducting such a school] as 
is contemplated. 

We doubt not that at first biush 
these criticisms of the plan will find 
sporadic approval. However the gen- 


}eral public is not well advised as to 


the details of the scheme, and there- 
fore is not competent to render a just 
off-hand opinion upon it. As we un- 
derstand the matter, the purpose is to 
establish a school of agricultural in- 
struction in each of the congressional 
districts. The necessary lands and 
buildings are to be provided by dona- 
tion from the county in each district 
that will make the best bid, not below 
minimum requirements, for the loca- 
tion of the school. The equipment for 
each school, with necessary tools and 
apparatus, will be at the expense of 
the general fund. Teachers will: be 
employed under such regulations as 
the general assembiy may prescribe, 
and paid such salaries as will be fixed 
by law. No tuition fees will be paid 
by the students, but they will be re- 
quired to pay their living expenses, 
purchase their books, and supply their 
incidental needs at their own cost. 
For the proper operation of these 
schools large faculties at each one wil! 
not be required, and these teachers 
may be obtained in sufficient number. 
and with sufficient practical qualifica- 
tions within a réasonable allowance 
for the purpose. ;

Fine Schools arid Poor Teachers. 

In a recent number of a prominent 
French review Professor Jussier, a 
noted French educator, has published 
an article giving his impressions of 
the public school systems in the Unit- 
ed States. During his visit to this 


}country he made a practical investi- 


gation of our schools and found ‘in 
them much to admire. But there was 
one serious criticiam he felt called 
upon to make, He does not think that 
the teaehers of our public schools are 
sufficiently paid for their work, and 
therefore the profession of teaching is 
not made sufficiently’ attractive to 
those who might bring to it the essen- 
tials of pedagogical training and en- 
thusiasm. ; 

There is no doubt that the criticism 
is correctly founded. The pay of 
teachers in our common schools, espe- 
cially in the south, is notoriously in- 
adequate to command efficient ser- 
vice. At the same time, so long as 
our resources for public education are 
as scanty as they are, it is difficult to 
see how better salaries can be offered. 
Most of our schools must be organized 
upon principles of rigid economy and 
the amount available for the pay of 
teachers so divided as to give us the 
largest number of teachers possible to 
meet the demands of the schools. We 
presume that it is a fact that 
everywhere in’ Georgia salaries of 
teachers are as large as can 
be safely apportioned in view of 
the demand for schools and the 
resources to support them. There 
18 but one way of escape from this con- 
dition and that is by local taxation to 
supplement apportionments from the 
general school fund. But, as a condi- 
tion precedent to the establishment by 
law of the privilege of local taxation, 
there is needed such a reformation of 
the public school scheme as will guar- 
antee the largest number of schools and 
teachers for the elementary education 
oi the children of the state. The Con- 
stitution has persistently called atten- 
tion to the fact that the prime neces- 
sity of the state is for a System of 
primary schools, sufficiently large and 
sufficiently equipped to guarantee a 
fair education to every child in the 
state who will take it. Until that sys- 
tem is sensibly and rigidly established 
all efforts to extend the curriculum of 
the schools will prove presifmptious 


and vain, 


We know that;the temptation is 
strong upon superintendents of educa- 
tion and local school boards to imitate 
the workeof. communities better pre- 
pared with resources and public spirit 
to do large things in the educational 
line. The Constitution is not opposed 
to that sort of educational emulation, 
but it recognizes the futility of such 
attempts while our educational condi- 
tions and funds areas they are. There- 
fore, we again insist that the commit- 
tees on education of the general as- 
sembly should take up the reformation 
of our school system with a rational 
determination to perfect its founda- 
tions before ordering its ornamenta- 
tions. It 1s plainly possible for wise 
legislatio#f to establish in Georgia, 
even now, a system of effective pri- 
mary schools, and equip them with 
teachers of adequate qualifications, 
whose salaries can be made fully com- 
mensurate with their abilities and 
stimulative to self-study and enthusi- 
asm in the work imposed upon them.

Cost of Living Has Increased, and 
Wages Are Relatively Unchanged. 
Strong Presentation of the 
Facts by President 
Mitchell. 


Hazleton, Pa., November 4.—The state- 
ment of the anthracite mine workers’ 
case, which was filed with the strike 
commission on Sunday night, was made 
public today. Copies of the statement 
have been furnished to the operators, 


who will reply in three or four days. The | 


miners’ statement in full is as follows: 
*To the Anthracite Coal Strike Commit- 
tee: The mine workers make the fol-. 
lowing demands, which were formulated 
by the Shamokin convention held Marca 
16 to the 2%, and the enforcement of the 
strike was inauguated: 

First, an increase of 20 per cent wpon 
the prices paid during the year 1901 to 
employees performing contract or piece 
work. This demand is made on account of 
the following reasons: 

1. The present rate of wages is much 
lower than the rate of wages paid in the 
bituminous coal districts for substantially 
similar work. 

2. The present rate of wages is lower 
than is d in other occupations requir- 
ing equal skill and training. 

3. The average annual earnings in the 
anthracite coal fields are much less than 
the average annual earnings in the bi- 
tuminous coal fields for substantially sim- 
liar work. 

4. The average annual earnings in the 
anthracite coal fields are much less than 
the average annual eafnings for occu- 
pasiegs requiring equal skill and train- 
ne 


5. The rate of wages in the anthracite 
coal fields is insufficient to compensate 
the mine workers in view of the danger- 
ous character of the occupation in relation 
to accidents, the lability to serious and 
permanent disease, the high death rate 
and the short grade life incident to this 
employment. 

6. The annual earnings of the mine 
workers are insufficient to maintain the 
American standard of living. 

7. The increased cost of living has made 
it impossible to maintain a fair standard 
of life upon the basis of present wages 
and has not only prevented the mine 
workers from securing any benefit from 
increased prosperity, but has made their 
condition poorer on account of it. 

8. The wages of the anthracite workers 
are so low that their children are prema- 
turely force@ into the breakers and mills 
instead of being supported and educated 
on the earnings of their parents. 

9. Wages are below the fair and just 
aap of mine workers in this indus- 
ry. 

Second—A reduction of 2% per cent in 
hours of labor, without any reduction of 
earnings, for all employees paid by it, 
hour, days, or week. 

The second demand 4s similar to the 
first in that it is designed to increase 
the hourly rate of wages of mine work- 
ers employed by the hour, day or week 
and all the reasons applicable to the first 
demand are asked to ‘be applied to the 
second with repetition. 

In addition we submit the following: 

10. The ten-hour dayis detrimental to 
the health, life, safety and well being of 
the mine workers. 

11. Shorter hours improve the physical, 
menta] and moral conditions of the work- 
ers. 

12. Shorter hours increase the intensity 
and efficiency of labor. 

13. The tendency of national and state 
government of organized trade and of 
production generally is toward shorter 
hours. 

14. A working day of eight hours is 
sufficiently long for the best interests of 
the working men and of the community. 

Third—The adoption of a system by 
which coal shall be weighed and paid 
for by weight wherever practicable; the 
minimum rate per ton to be 60 cents for 
a legal ton of 2,240 pounds; the differen- 
tials now existing at the various mines 
to be maintained. 

This demand is made on account of the 
following reasons: 

1. Measuremnt by the legal ton wherever 
practicable is the only honest and just 
system of measuring the earnings of 
mine workers. 

2. When the operators sel! or transport 
coal it Is on the basis of a legal ton of 
2.240 pounds, 

3. The excessive ton was originally in- 
tended to compensate the operator for 
the weight of the smal sizes of coal 
which were then discarded, but which 
are now utilized and sold, and therefore 
there is no present necessity for the use 
of any other than the legal ton. 

4. The adoption of this system would 
remove an increase both to the operator 
and miner, too, and would allay jealousy 
among the minefs and prevent unjust dis- 
crimination and favoritism. 

5. The change of the present system to 
be the one asked for would prove a 
strong factor in allaying suspicion and 
discontent among the mine workers. 

Fourth—The operation in an agreement 
between the United Mine Workers of 
America and fhe anthracite coal com- 
panies of the wages which shall be paid 
and the condition of the employment 
which shall obtain together with satis- 
factory methods for the adjustment of 
grievances which may arise from time 
to time to the end that strikes and lock- 
outs may be unnecessary. 

In support of this demand; we submit 
the following feasons: 

t. The anthracite mine workers should 
not be compelled to make .or sign indi- 
vidual agreements, but shot have the 
right to form such organization and 
choose such agents and officefs as they 
desire to act collectively inste of indi- 
vidually when they deem that their best 
intersts are subserved thereby. 

2. Agreements between employérs and 
employees through working mén’s or- 
ganizations are the ordinary method of 
regulating production ges in the 
bituminous coal — and in other large

Judge Hillyer and Councilman Key will 
meet today or tonight and select from 
the citizens’ committee charter all pro- 
visions that are a departure from the 
charter now in vogue. As soon as this 
work is accomplished a meeting of the 
two conference committees will be *an. 
ed and the two bodies will then endeavor 
to reach some agreement on the various 
provisions. The sentiment was expresse? 
yesterday afternoon that both si@e3 will 
tmve to give and take. The eroun>i] char- 
ter ig not to be considered at present. 

Opinions Vary. 

Different opinions prevail as ty whether 

the committees will be able to get to- 


gether and reach a settlement of the 
charter differences. 

Judge Hillyer was asked his Opinion 
along this line yesterday after the meot- 
ing, and he replied:

ANOTHER STEP. 


Colombian. Minister and secte- 
lary Hay Are Confident, 


Preliminary Steps Taken Toward 
Negotiating a Treaty for the 
Construction of Waterway 
Across the Isthmus 
of Panama. 


Washington, November. 4.—Senor Con- 
cha,, the Colombian minister, called on 
Secretary Hay at the state department 
today by appointment to take up the sub- 
ject of a treaty betwéen the United States 
and Colombia, conferring the necessary 
rights on the United States for the con- 
Struction of a canal across. the isth- 
mus. The interview lasted about half 
an hour and the preliminary steps to- 
ward negotiating a treaty were taken. 
It is indicated from what can be learned 
at the legation that Mr. Concha has re- 
sumed negotiations of his own initiative, 
though hé expects special.instructions on 
certain points involved. ; 

The minister today submitted a defi- 
nite proposition which is in the nature 
of an answer to the treaty proposed by 
the United States. Secretary Hay will 
take no further step until the president 
returns to Washington and has had an 
opportunity to consider this last propo- 
sition. 

The details of the Colombian propo- 
sition are withheld. The one important 
fact developed, however, is that it is 
not obnoxious te the spirit of the Spooner 
law, and therefore the officials felt war- 
ranted in the statement if there were any 
difficulties in the way they were not legal 
in character. This is taken to mean that 
the main issue remaining to be settled 
is one of price; the Colombian govern- 
ment wants $10,000,000 instead of $7,000,000 
proposed by the United States, besides 
a different arrangement for the annual 
payment. It was believed that this dif- 
ference is not large enough to sericusly 
retard the close of the negotiations. 


RICE FAMINE 
IN PHILIPPINES 


Two Million Dollars Used by 
Commission To Relieve 
the Distress. | 


—— 


Manila, November 4.—The Philippine 
commission has strong measures to pre- 
vent the rice famine which is threaten- 
ing many provinces. They today appro- 
priated $2,000,000 (Mexican) for the pur- 
ehase and the transportation of the rice 
to be sold to the sufferers at a cash price 
covering the cost. Governor Taft, will 
control the purchases and sales. The com- 
mission has already purchased a large 
quantity of rice and distribution will be- 
gin immediately.

Prominent Business Man of 
Boston Is Arested on “a 
Shocking Charge, 


FIFTEEN WOMEN BEATEN 
BY BLUNT INSTRUMENT 


Alleged That Mason, Son of the Fa- 
mous Organ Maker, Is Guilty. 
Mason Is Mentally Unbal- 
anced and Has an Aver- 
sion for Women. 


Boston, Mass., November 4.—A sensa- 
tion was caused here today by the arrest 
of Alan G. Mason, of Boston, a well 
known and wealthy business man, a mem- 
ber of the piaho manufacturing firm of 
Mason & Hamlin, a prominent club mem- 
ber, and a Harvard 
nection with the fifteen murderous. as- 
sault cases which have occurred in Cam- 
bridge, Brookline and Somerville within 
the last few months. Police suspect, 
from evidence in their hands, that Mr. 
Mason has been involved in nearly. all 
the cases referred to as the circumstances 
of each have been very similar. 

Mr. Mason is a middle aged man, but 
he has been a victim of mental trouble, 
for which he was treated at the McLean 
esylum at Waverly. About a year ago he 
was permitted to leave the institution. 
Since that time, it is said, he has been 
permitted to go and come at will, and 
the fact that he had been frequently seen 
about the localities in which the assaults 
occurred, led to suspicion against him. 


Peculiar Assault Cases. 

The peculiar assault cases which have 
terrorized Cambridge end vicinity, as well 
as other suburban sections, began last 
June. During the summer there were 
half a dozen victims of an unknown as- 
sallant, each of which was struck down 
and beaten with a biunt instrument. 
Early in October, Miss Agnes McPhee was 
assaulted in Somerville and died from 
her injuries. An iron wrench was found 
and fixed upon as the weapon used. Dur- 
ing the same month eight other cases 
followed, the last of which occurred last 
Saturday night, when Clara A. Morton, 
a laundress at the McLean asylum, was 
accosted on the grounds of that institu- 
tion and beaten with a blunt instrument. 
Miss Morton died Sunday, . 

Mr. Mason was ‘taken into ‘custody “at 
his mother’s home, on Newbury street. 
He made no objection and on. the way to 
police headquarters it is said. Mr, Mason 
admitted to the officers that he was in 
Somervilke on the night:.on which Miss 
McPhee was fatally injured. 

The prisoner is about thirty-nine years 
of age and is the son of the founder of 
the firm of Mason & Hamlin, Organ and 
piano manufacturers. He was graduated 
from Harvard in 188, and entered the 
firm of which his fatner was the head. 
Mental troubles developed within a few 
years of his graduation, and he went to 
the McLean asylum for treatment. After 
a time he showed improvement and left 
the institution. A second time it became 
necessary for him to return, but he soon 
improved and he was refused a third 


time.

Threatened Mother. 

In 1901, however, symptoms more sée- 
rious than any previous ones developed, 
and his mother and brother found it un- 
safe to be with him at their Newberry 
street home. He had threatened both, and 
a petition was filed to have him sent 
away on the ground of insanity, and Ma- 
son was sent to Waverly for the third 
time. The man himself protested against 
what he termed an injustice, and said 
that he was perfectly sane and would 
conduct himself as well as possible @“ille 
he was there. He remained six months. 
Since then he has been free and has 
been a stock taker at the. Mason & Ham- 
lin factory at Cambridge. 

Mason has a mother and three brotters, 
Edward Palmer Mason, Henry Lowell 
Mason and Daniel Gregory Mason. He {s 
a cousin of John Mason, the well Snown 
actor.

Chicago Man Is. Killed by

Chicago,. November 4.—Because resist- 
ing the efforts of thugs to relieve him of 
his valuables, Chafles E. Bohlene, a west 
side real estate dealer, was shot early 
this morning and died shortly after, being 
taken to the county hospital.

Bohlene was a powerfully buflt man, 
and comprehending the situation at once, 
started for one of the burglars, who had 
remained on the outside, and with a 
punch shot him reeling to the walk.

He Lauds the Great Transatlantic 
Merger and Says Subsidies Are 
Necessary To Enable Amer- 
ican Vessels To Carry 
Foreign Commerce.

Wasnington, November 4.—The annual 
peport of the commissioner of navigation 
ghows that on June 30, 1902, the document. 
ed tonnage of the United States was the 
largest in our history, comprisiing 24,273 
yessels of 5,797,902 gross tons. The in- 
erease over last year is almost wholly 
jn large steel steamers. In ten years 
the number of American, British and Ger. 
man square rigged vessels bas decreaged 


American vessels carried $8 per cent 
ef our exports and imports compared with 
®@ per cent in 1901, 

The outiook for steel Vessels in tho 
United States for the fiscal year is not 
go promising ‘as was last year’s. On 
July 1, 1902, there were building or under 
contract in the United States 47,500 tans 
of steel merchant vessels. The receipts 
from tonnage taxes amounted to $868,734, 
of which only $68,173 were paid by Amec- 
"fean vessels. 

The report prints at length the agree- 
ment of the transatiantic merger and 
its fleet of over 1,000,00 tons, and says: 
“ine organizavion OL 80 great a navi 
tion Company under Amervacan auspices 


’ however, the most important step to- 


ward the establishment of the. influence 
of Americans on the vcean which has been 
taken since, through the rebuilding of the 
pavy, modern plants were developel in 
the United States.

If remarks made in committee meeting 
count for anything, it may be that an 
effort will be Made to eliminate the state 
chemist from the list of state officers, 
while the work now performed by the 
chemist may be put in the department 
of chemistry of the state university. 

During the meeting of the appropriation 
committee of the house yesterday after. 
noon the subject was sprung: by Mr. 
Davis, the chairman of the committee. 


He stated he wag informed that in years 
gone by the work had been performed by 
Dr. Harry White, professor of chemistry 
at the University of Georgia, assisted by 
competent students, and that the results 
had been regarded as satisfactory, while 
the cost of the work was just about half 
what it is now in the way of salaries and 
necessary experises of experiments. 

“I know yery little about the matter 
myself,’ said Mr. Davis, “but if it is a 
fact that this work can be done at less 
expense tothe state, and done satisfac- 
torily, I think it is our duty to make a 
change,”’ 

He expressed a desire, however, to re- 


ceive more detailad information on the 
subject. 


Cuts Off Special Attorney. 

The committee had up for consideration 
the appropriation bill for 1908,:and one 
of the very first items acted upon was the 
appropriation of $2,000 a year for salary 
of the special attorney of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad. The committee 
unanimously decided to leave the appro- 
priation out of the bill, and, if this action 
is concurred in by the house, it means 
the abolishment of the office. Measures 
seeking to do away with the place have 
been introduced in both the senate and 
house during the present session of the 
general assembly. 

The sums appropriated for salaries of 
state house officers were agreed to by the 
committee, but the items making appro- 
priations to the Technological school and 
other state institutions were held up for 
the time being on the idea that repre- 
sentatives of these places should be given 
an opportunity to be heard before action 
is finally taken. Representative Slaton, 
of Fulton, said he understood that Cap- 
tain Hall and a committee from the 
Technological school desired the privilege 
of appearing before the committee when 
the question of appropriation of that in- 
stitution was being considered 

The item of public property fund was 
passed over until another meeting,.as the 
committee anticipated a discussion of the 
subject. When $12,500 was read as the 
amount for the contingent fund, Chair- 
man ‘Davis said he did not understand 
why any increase was necessary. Sec- 
retary Wellborn stated he thougnt that 
two years ago the contingent fund had 
been cut’ down to about $10,000 and that 
probably when the new bill was drawr: 
the figures for the previous session had 
been used. 

The appropriation bill will go back to 
the house today for a second reading 8nd 
will be recommitted,

OIL POURED ON WATERS 
AT A CONFERENCE 


The Weather Permitting, Tomorrow 
Creseeus Will Give Walthour 
a Race—Track To Be Got 
in Good Condition 
Today. 


The probabilities are, as the weather 
forecaster would say, that Cresceus and 
Bobbie Walthour will move around the 
track at Piedmont park tomorrow if it 
don’t rain. But up to last evening there 
were more uncertainties than that of 
the weather to be figured on for George 
Ketchum was out at the track and re- 
fused to take the great trotting stallion 
out for even so muca as a run around. 

Mr. Ketchum was not only disappoint- 
ed at the condition of the track yester- 
day; he was vexed. According to the 
testimony of some of his friends he was 
almost angry. .Afterwards he had a 
conference with H. H. Cabiniss and the 
needed ofl was poured upon the troubled 
waters with the result that teams are 
promised to be at work early tais morn- 
ing putting the track in shape. 

When seen by a reporter it was evi- 
dent that Mr. Ketchum was still a triffe 
displeased: 

“I am naturally disappointed because 1 
couldn’t take my horse out on the track 
and give him the exercise he needs, but 
it was impossible. There was-a high 
furrow in the middle and if he aad gone 
wide on any of the turns he would have 
been up to his fetlocks in mud. Yes, I 
am quite ready to say that I didn’t like 
it and as my contract particularly stated 
that the track was to be put in condition 
I was ready to call the exhibition off. 
I know perfectly well that the people 
know all about Cresceus and I don’t want 
to give any performance that will be to 
his discredit, to mine. or tae disappoint- 
ment of the spectators. 

Good Exhibition or None. 

“But one thing fs sufé, I never would 
take him on the track in the condition I 
found the track yesterday and I don’t 
want to fool the people. I couldn't af- 
ford to, if I wanted to, and I don’t want 
to anyway.. I understand that the weath- 
er man says it is going to rain. That 


will certainly improve the track and it. 


will be easier to put it into condition 
later, even if it Means a postponement 
of the races tomorrow. One thing you 
can say in benalf of my horse ahd my- 
self, and that is, I will take Cresceus out 
and give a good exhibition or I won't 
give any. 

“So far as the bicycle is concerned, that 
will be all right. I don’t care to be inter- 
viewed as to the outeome of such a test. 
It's a new game for’ Crescéus and I don't 
know just what he will think of it. He 
may want to stop und watch Waltaour 
ride for all I know, Still ‘he’s a good 
actor and [I don’t” anticipate the least 
trouble. I guess if he wants to he can 
jog along fast enough to keep every one 
interested, especially ‘the man on the 
wheel. I am very giad that the track 
is going-to be whipped into shape, for 
I want the people in Atlanta to see aim. 
I have lots of friends here and you may 
be sure I don’t want to disappoint thém, 
but I would never have brought him out 
unless the track was put in condition.”’ 


Walthour at Practice. 


Yesterday Walthour rode hih best at 
the track, just to see what was possible 
in speed. There being no wind to speak 
about Walthour flew far faster taan he 
has traveled before. His first mile was 
1:48 2-5, his second was 1:42 3-5, his third 
1:41, fourth 1:40 and the last was 1:38. 
Providing the same conditions pfevail on 
the day of the race Waithour will go hie 
mile and one quarter in 2:02 1-2 and Cres- 
ceus will have to lower his great record 
of 2:02 1-4 or equal taat record to beat 
Walthour. But the cyclist rode yester- 
day at just about dusk and had he rid- 
den at 3 o’clock, the time of the race, 
his time would have been a whole lot 
slower. His fast work of yesterday may 
not, therefore, be considered a criterion. 

Walthour broke a réetord yesterday for 
the fastest paced mile of the old days 
of human pace on a fhorse track was 
1:39 1-44 by Billy Hamilton, of Denver, 
and Walthour was a second and one fifth 
inside that. Hamilton's ride was made 
on a mile track at Coronade, Cal.

Silk Culture in the South. 


New York Sun: The recent address by 
Mr. Louis Borris Magid, in which he ad- 
vocated the introduction of silk culture 
on a large scale in thé southern states, 
and more partiomesty in Georgia, has 
drawn genera] attention to an industry 
which was established in this country 
nonce its colonial period and once gave 
prom of becoming an important source 
of American wealth. Variobs causes, 
‘among the chief of which was the intro- 
duction of negro slave labor in the re- 
gions of the south best adapted to the 
culture, brought about the practical de- 
struction of tae industry. 

Mr. Magid is convinced that the time 
has come when the culture of silk can be 
revived and @ an exceedingly valu- 
able addition to American resources. He 
is proving his faith by his works, or, in 
other words, he is backing his opinion 
with his money. He is a German by 
birth, who has familiarized himeelf with 
the conditions favorable to silk culture in 
‘the countries of the world where it is 
Most largely and successfully pursued, 
and as a consequence of ais studies .has 
fixed on the state of Georgia as the place 
where the experiment of its American 
introduction can best be made. Going 
from New York, he acquired in the neigh- 
borhood of Tallulah Falls, in Georgia, a 
tract of land 1,500 acres in extent, and 
there he plans to develop the industry 
on a large and systematic scale. In that 
climate tae mulberry tree thrives so 

reatly that it has come to be looked on 
os the farmers 4s a nuisance, and gen- 
erally in all that region of the south, in- 
cluding besides Georgia, the Carolinas, 
Alabama, Florida, Mississippi, Louisiana 
and Texas, he describes the conditions as 
particularly favorable to the growth of 
the mulberry tree and consequemly to the 
production of silk. 

Mr. Magid’s project is ne a also 
because ft ihvolves tae attraction to the 
south of an immigration which would be 
peculiarly adapted to its climatic condi- 
tions. Mr. Magid B hoy to divide his 
Taluliah land tito smal farms and to 
invite thither farmers from Piedmont and 
Lombardy. so célebrated for its silk 
growing. The greatest volume of immi- 

tion. to this country from any single 
Bur ean states is now from Italy, but it 
is chiefly, almost wholly, fro 
ern provinces of the peninsular.

Knoxville, Tenn., November 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—So acute has become the coal sit- 
uation in Knoxville and so threatening 
is an extreme shortage of coal) here, that 
the chamber of commerce has begun an 
investigation to locate, if possible, the 
cause of the scarcity of coal and the high 
prices of the same, and to find a remedy 
for the difficulties. 

The committee has organized for its 
work, and it is desired to rush the inves- 
tigation as rapidly as possible in order 
that the relief, if it is provided, may be 
immediate. The committee has no power 
by which it can compel dealers and op- 
erators to give informatjon, but is abso- 
lutely dependent upon what voluntary 
information it can secure. The spirit 
which it is thought will be shown causes 
the committee to feel confident that it 
will meet with little opposition, if any, in 
its work. It has been decided to make 
the hearings of the committee executive, 
though the findings will be announced 
publicly. |
